OUR FRONTISPIECE 

Mr. George Watson Cole, the well-known 
bibliographer, is librarian of the Henry E. 
Huntington private library, in New York City. 

He originally studied for the law, and 
practiced until 1885. At that time he 
became cataloguer in the Fitchburg (Mass.) 
Public Library, and was later librarian of 
Pratt Institute, Brooklyn. 

In 1888 he was graduated from the Library 
School which had just been organized by 
Melvil Dewey at Columbia University, and 
after a little over two years as an assistant 
in the Newberry Library, Chicago, was 
appointed librarian of the Jersey City Public 
Library, in 1891. After five years there he 
resigned to devote himself to bibliographical 
work. One of his earliest publications was 
an exhaustive bibliography of “Bermuda in 
Periodical Literature,’”’ which we were privi- 
leged to see through the press in 1907, it 
having been originally issued serially in the 
“Bulletin of Bibliography.” 

His “Catalogue of Americana in the 
Library of E. Dwight Church,’’ 5 volumes, 
1907, was a work sufficient in itself to make 
the reputation of any bibliographer. This 
was followed in 1909 by a ‘‘Catalogue of 
English Literature and Miscellanea in the 
E. Dwight Church Library,” 2 volumes. 

In 1915 Mr. Cole was chosen by Mr. 
Henry E. Huntington to be the librarian of 
his splendid private collection of rare books. 

Mr. Cole has for years been prominent in 
the A. L. A., of which he is a life member, 
and was treasurer 1893-96. He is president 
of the Bibliographical Society of America, 
and has served as president of both the New 
Jersey Library Association and the New 
York Library Club. His “size-card” for 
measuring books is in general use in libraries. 

We are glad to give a late portrait of Mr. 
Cole in our series of librarians and bibliog- 
raphers.

Sept. 30, 1918; Nov. 2, 1918 


We desire to help librarians complete their period- 
ical sets. We have daily requests for the above dates 
of certain weeklies. Owing to a printers’ strike there 
was no issue for Sept. 30, 1918, of Outlook, or for Nov. 2, 
1918, of Literary Digest and Independent, and so very 
limited was the edition of Nov. 2, 1918, Collier's that 
files should be bound without it. 


Another Chapter in the Title and Index Problem 


Current Opinion begins with 1919 to charge 25c. for 
the titles and indexes that hitherto have been free to 
subscribers. Ina personal interview with the mpeg od 
we found his point of view was this, that as so few 
people wanted the title and index, they ought to pay 
extra for it, as they were demanding a special service. 
We tried to impress upon him that a subscriber to a 
magazine was entitled to all the parts published, 
whether he wanted them or not; that it was no 
expense to substitute the title and index twice a 
year for the same number of text pages in the peri- 
odical and thus save all outlay of stamping, wrapping, 
and sending out loose. He was blind to this, as are 
the others, and the new plan.of sale is in force. Sub- 
scribers to Current Opinion (for 1919) through the F.

as — , and should disregard any letter from 
publisher asking payment. 


House and Garden, beginning with volume 34, will 
publish no more titles and indexes. her way to 
save money at the expense of the poor, down-trodden 
subscribers. ‘‘T’were better to have had them once 
then never to have published them at all.” 


McCall’s Magazine. We fear the owners of McCall’s 
will feel hurt at not finding any comment about their 
new size in these columns. It happened over a year 
ago, and it was “some ha ” too. March, 1918, 
vol. 45, no. 7, was a quiet little number 11 x 8 inches, 
but vol. 45, no. 8, April, 1918, was a great big over- 
grown affair, 16x 11 inches, the test increase in 
size on record, and right in the middle of a volume too. 
Truly the new M ’s is a very up-to-date periodical: 
each number begins page 1, the advertisements are 
paged in, the modicum of text nicely hidden away 
among them. But, ce, what is this! The 
publisher forgot to call his front cover page 1, egregi 
ous error; or was it just an oversight? Anywa 
idea of not paging in the covers has our soumeedl. 

Food, news notes for public libraries. This little 
periodical, issued by the Food Conservation Division 
of the Food Administration, Washington, D. C., 
first appeared in October, 1917 (vol. 1, no. 1), and it 
ran just twelve months, September, 1918 (vol. 1, no. 
12), being the last issue with an index to the set. 
But listen! shut the doors so nobody can hear, 
there was a thirteenth number, October, 1918, 24 
pages. It was not called vol. 1, no. 13, or vol. 2, no. 1, 
or anything like that, but it was a real number just 
the same, and owing to the armistice being signed 
was withdrawn before mailing and destroyed. A few 
— the slaughter, did you get one? 

National Library Service, pu monthly by the 
Division of Educational Extention, of the Bureau of 
Education, Department of the Interior, Washington, 
D. C., is — now we have again caught our breath — 
a “pamphlet,” so-called, and not a magazine. No 
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volume or number can be found on the issues of 
January, February, or March, 1919, though we know 
uery was vol. 1, no. 1. Neither is a date allowed 

the Government printer, whose principal object in 
life these many years has been to confuse the public, 
and librarians as well, in regard to the sequence of his 
serial publications. 

But somebody must have had a pull, for on the 
April issue we read “Bulletin, No. 4.” Inside the 
front cover of each issue is an open letter from some 
Government official, and this letter is given a month 
and year date — the only clue to the order of issue. 

No. 1 is already out of print, — proof, of course, 
if any were needed, that it is a magazine we are 
dealing with. That cute scheme of getting a month 
date on each, thereby outwitting the Government 
printing office, is the brightideaof alibrarian we are sure. 

Art & Life is simply a new name of The Lotus 
Magazine, and the fateful change was made in June, 
1919 (vol. 10, no. 6), the last issue of a volume. Why 
is it that a publisher who has an idea can’t wait a 
minute before putting it into force, and by his haste 
putting us out. Five numbers of Lotus plus one issue 
of Art & Life make vol. 10 of Art & Life, according to 
title page in no. 6. Comment on this can be made by 
each of our readers—the men can express our 
sentiments the best in public. 

Canadian Bookman. We would call attention to 
an excellent new periodical, born in Canada at Ste. 
Anne de Bellevue, Quebec, in January, 1919. It is 
really a new quarterly of much merit, though bearing 
the same name as an earlier publication. 

Mr. George H. Locke of the Toronto Public Libra 
is a member of the editorial committee. B. K. Sand- 
well is editor. Quarto size and illustrated, $1.50 a 
year, with much original matter on literary lines, 
useful in any public library. 

Pacific Ports, a magazine indispensable to foreign 
traders, is the title of a iodical which started in 
April, 1918, in Seattle, the outgrowth of an annual 
started in 1913, by Welford Beaton.

The Review of Economic Statistics (Preliminary 
volume, number one, Jan. 1919) has been started 
by Harvard University Committee on Economic 
Research. Its field is scientific investigation in 
economics; to promote the collection, criticism, and 
interpretation of economic statistics. It is a folio in 
size, quarterly with monthly supplements, and the 
subscription is the very unusual amount of $100 a 
year, but a limited number of University libraries 
and scientific investigators will receive the quarterly 
issue without charge. Too bad we can’t all be a 
“limited number of university libraries’ when ice 
and food are so high! 

Garden Magazine. To the reading public advertise- 
ments in periodicals are the weeds of literature, for 
they try especially of late years to crowd out the 
reading matter, or growing amidst the flowers, inter- 
fere with their proper deve ent. 

A good gardener takes care that the weeds do not 
get —_ his cultivated land, but grow only outside 
the fence. 
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Doubleday, Page & Co. have ‘“‘weeded” out the 
advertisements from among the reading matter in 
Garden Magazine and deserve a note of thanks. 

With vol. 30, no. 1, August, 1919, this periodical has, 
like our privet hedge, been neatly clipped, so it is 
now an inch and a half shorter, and an inch narrower 
than heretofore. There are more pages of reading 
matter and illustrations, and they are solid. The 
advertising pages are by themselves and no longer 
paged into the volume. We point therefore to the 
new Garden Magazine as an example for other pub- 
lishers to follow, and commend it to libraries for 
their next year’s subscription.

HANNIGAN, F. J. The standard Index of Short 
Stories, 1900-1914. 

This index, like so many other useful library com- 
pilations, is the direct result of a library need to 
supply information constantly demanded by the 
reading public. Mr. Hannigan first compiled it in 
card form for his own use in the periodical room of the 
Boston Public Library, of which he is the head. 

It covers the short stories in twenty-four American 
Magazines from 1900 to 1914, after which date the 
stories are available in Mr. O’Brien’s annual ‘The 
Best Short Stories.” 

This index is by author and title in one alphabet, 
and there are more than 35,000 entries, —a surprising 
fact considering the limits of the compilation. Over 
3,000 authors are represented, showing that the short 
story writer of America is no rare product, and that 
his output is very large. 
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Among the magazines covered we are glad to note 
theinclusion of SaturdayEvening Post, Leslie's Monthly 
(now American Magazine), Collier's Weekly, gy oh 
Bazar, Harper's Weekly, Hearst's, Lippincott, Metro- 
felon, as these have not been adequately covered 

fore in any index.

In compiling this bibliography on the 
subject of the pipe organ, the object in 
mind has been to make as complete a 
bibliography as the tools at hand would 
permit, to make same as useable as possible 
by means of extra entries under certain 
broad subjects, to bring the list as near up 
to date as possible, and to include annota- 
tions where possible. 

The entries found in the completed list 
will include (1) those to books, pamphlets, 
and trade catalogs ; (2) toperiodical literature. 


The latter are not as complete as might be, 


insomuch as few magazines are properly 
indexed. 


The publications of certain well-known 
organ builders have been included for the 
reason that they give a good description of 
the present-day organs found in the United 
States. Also, in many instances these 
various companies have published separate 
pamphlets describing notable instruments. 

It has been the aim of the compiler to 
make the main or author entry as full as 
possible. Under the subject entry only the 
abbreviated form appears. The title is

Special effort has been made, by means 
of cross references, to bring out the probable 
entries under which a special church organ 
or concert organ might be looked for. 


In the first part relating to books, etc., 
entries are given to organs for home use and 
further entries will be found in the part that 
includes references to periodical material. 
This periodical part also contains references 
to articles taking up the subject of the organ 
in the moving-picture house. 


It is hoped that when the compiler has 
the proper opportunity this list will be 
revised and added to. All readers of this 
publication will materially aid the propaga- 
tion of a second edition by calling attention 
to errors or omissions, and any suggestions 
will be welcome.
